PASSING MENTION 
OF HIS NOMINATION 


Letter From Governor 
Hardman on American 
Ideals Read at Tam- 
many Meeting. 


New York, July. 4.—(/)—With 
only the briefest reference to his 
presidential candidacy, Governer AIl- 
fred E. Smith today delivered two 
patriotic addresses in his home town. 
the first public speeches he has made 
since his nomination. 

In the first speech, at Tammany 
hall, he replied to “a great deal of 
caustic criticism’ of Tammany. In 
the second, at New York's city hall 
tonight, he addressed several thousand 
new voters. | 

Kleig lights played about the nomi- 
nee as he described the duties and 
privileges of citizenship to those who 
will cast their first votes at the No 
vember election. 

“It is a surprising thing to know,’ 
he said, “haw many. people in this 
state anf in this country are so indif- 
ferent to their citizenship and to the 
welfare of their commonwealth, or 
union of commonwealths, that they 
will not take the trouble to \ote. 

“The man who goes to a picnic op 
election day and uses that day as a 
week-end fer entertainment cannot be 
said to have very much intrest in 
his citizenship, because, after all, al 
officers, large and small, come tp 
from the people.” 

Citizenship Duties. 

Citizenship in this country, he said. 
proves again the old saying that “you 
never get anything for nothing,’ for 
with the privileges of citizenship g: 
certain duties and obligations, the 
greatest of which he described as the 
duty of casting the ballot. 

Mther of its obligations, he said, 
are to study the doctrines of the great 
national parties, their platfo’ms and 
their. promises. 

The governor’s only mention of his 
candidacy during either talk was jus. 
after his introduction at Tammany 
hall, where he recalled that he nad 
been “uominated”’ many times before 
the Houston convention, “by tcast 
masters at banquets, and by otuners 
at christenings, weddings” ard a wut 
titude of other occasions. 

_L. G. Hardman, governor o Geor 
gia, who had been invited to speak 
at the Tammany hall meeting, de- 
clined in a letter that was read at the 
meeting, because of the pressure of 
state business, 

Defends Tammany. 

The democratic candidate for the 
presidency was the principal speaker 
at the annual Tammany celebration. 
as he was, later in the evening, at 
: ee of new voters at the city 
all. 

“Can anything live in this country 
139 years that is not all right?’ he 
asked in detailing the virtues of 
Tammany. He then read a public 
announcement of today’s meeting in 
which “all citizens and lovers of 
Americanism” were invited to unite 
in the celebration. This invitation. 
he said, was in strictest conformity 
with what the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence has to say about the equality 
of man. 

Democracy of Tammany. 


“We do not care,” he said, “whether 
he is rich or whether he is poor, 
whether he walks up to Tammany 
hall or whether he comes up to it in 
an automobile. We care not. what 
his station in life may be, we care 
nothing about his religious belief.” 

At this point the audience which 
jammed the old hall that was once 
used for a national convention broke 
into prolonged applause and the gov- 
ernor mopped hi: flushed face. 

“We cnly want to know one thing.”

In the meantime, the floe «n which 
the men are huddled is drifting west- 
ward, having reached tonizht a _ po- 
siticn five miles west of that report- 
ed yesterday. Chus the rescue vessel 
and the men it hopes to save are less 
than 50 miles apart. 

A- new effort to pick up the six 
marooned men, this time by .neans of 
a light “muth” airplane, wil! be made 
from Esmarck island, nine miles from 
their reported position, This wi:l be 
made under the auspices of the Swed- 
ish expedition and the big tri-inotored 
Upland plane will shortly head for 
the island to establish an operations 
base. 

New motors for the two 
geaplanes which have been used 
rescue attempts arrived today award 
the Citta di Milano, which probably 
will put into Kirzs Bay to cffect the 
change of engines.

Tromsoe, Norway, for North Cape in 
an endeavor to coz:irm rumors that 
fishermen had found Captax Raovl. 
Amundsen and his comrades, missing 
sivce they set out more than twe 
weeks ago to search for the members 
of the Italia’s crew.

HOPE RENEWED 
AT KINGS BAY. 

Kings Bay, July 4.—(4)—Hopc to- 
night for the quick rescue of the five 
stranded members of the 'talia’s crew 
and their fellow castaway, Lieutenan! 
Lundborg, flamed anew with reports 
of consistent progress by the powerful 
Russian’ ice-breaker Krassin. 

The Krussin was last reported in 
the vicinity of Cape Platen, abcut 55 
miles west of the camp near Foyn 
island, and making about three knots 
an hour in its progress toward the ice- 
marooned men. There was hope that 
another day would see it comparative- 
ly within reach of those they are seek 
ing to aid. 

Flying conditions continue adverse.

London, July 4.—(#)—The steam- 
ship Ionic Star radioed to The Asso- 
ciated Press at 10:15 p. m., Green- 
wich time, that it had received a mes- 
sage from the Savoia plane, in which 
Captain Arturo Ferrarin and Major 
Carlo P. Del Prete are attempting a 
nonstop flight from Italy to Brazil, 
saying that all was well. 


SIGHTED OVER 
CAPE VERDE ISLANDS. 

Rome, July 4.—()—Two Italian 
airmen were tonight believed to be 
somewhere over the south Atlantie, 
more than two-thirds of their flight 
behind them, in an effort to fly from 
Rome to Pernambuco, Brazil, on the 
mainland of South America. 

Captain Arturo Ferrarin and Ma- 
jor Carlo P. Del Prete were sighted 
at 5 p. m., Greenwich time, above the 
Cape Verde islands, radio dispatches 
from that place t» Buenos Aires, Ar- 
gentine, said. 

St. Vincent, Cape Verde islands, is 
approximately 3,000 miles from Rome 
and 1,600 miles from Pernambuco. 
But the 1,600 miles to Pernambuco is 
regarded as the inost dangerous lap of 
the flight. Though just about one-

Should they maintain this speed ata 
keep to their course, they would reach 
P -rnambuco about 5 a. m,, Thursday, 
Greenwich time, oc 3 o'clock Pernam- 
buco time (3 a. m., eastern standard 
time). 

There is no certainty of the airmen 
landing at Pernambuco, however, if 
they still have fuel and can ‘obtain 
their bearings. I[t was said prior to 
their departure they might continue 
further south, possibly to Rio Janeiro, 
or other Brazilian coastal cities This 
was regarded as particularly apt to 
happen since the aviators are intent on 
besting the long distance flight record 
of just less than 4,000 miles now held 
by the Americans, Chamberlain and 
Levine. 

Have Kept on Course. 


Thus far the airmen have kept con- 
sistently to their course, being sighted 
first at Gibraltar, at 5:15 this morn- 
ing, and later at Villa Cisneros, Rio 
De Oro, at 3 p. m., Greenwich time. 
A St. Vincent’s dispatch said they 
were sighted again 350 miles north 
of Cape Verde islands, the radio dis- 
patch to Buenos Aires later setting 
the time of their passage over the

Air-Tight Sphere Saves In-: 


mate; Comes Out Smil- 
ing’ at Feat. 


N. Y., July 4-—- 
(United News.)—Jean lLaussier, 48 
French-Canadian, of Springfield, 
Mass., went over Niagara Falls late 
today in a huge rubber ball and was 
fished out of the lower river smiling. 
The trip started at 4:15 p. m.,; about 
a quarter mile upstream and endcd 
15 minutes later a quarter mile be- 
low the falls. 

Laussier made the trip in a sphere 
11 feet in diameter. The sphere was 
made of rubber, with a stee] frame 
work inside and straps to hold the 
passenger in place. It was weighted 
at the bottom to keep it upright. 

The sphere was placed in the river 
above the falls, Laussier entered it, 
and it was sealed with tape. Ten 
minutes later the huge ball—it was 
painted red—balanced for a second 
near the falls and then was hurled 
over and down. It disappeared in 
the river but came to the surface a 
few moments later. 

William Hill fished the ball from 
the river below the falls and towed 
it to shore behind a rowboat. When 
the seals were broken, Laussier stuck 
out his head, a grin on his face. 

“It was fine,” he said. “And I'm 
not burt.” 

A big crowd saw the feat. The 
ball was filled with enough oxygen 
to last Laussier 40 minutes,

RUBINSON PLEADS | 


FOR TOLERANCE 


Religious Freedom Asked 
in Politics by Smith’s 
Running Mate; Speech 
Is Made at Little Rock. 


Little Rock, July 4.—(#)—Senator 
Joe T. Robinson sounded a plea for 
religious tolerance in politics at an 
Independence day celebration here to- 
day in his first formal address since 
he was nominated for vice president 
on the democratic ticket. 

The celebration was a 
event under the auspices of the Little 
Rock and North Little Rock posts of 
the American Legion, given in honor 
of Arkansas’ first nominee on a na- 
tional political ticket. 

In the morning Senator and Mrs. 
Robinson rode in a parade through 
the city. The day's program was cli- 
maxed by Senator Robinson’s address 
at the fair grounds in the afternoon. 

Hear Ringing Appeal. 

Two thousand persons. gathered | 
here from all over the staté to honor | 
the state's favorite son, heard thé) 
senators ringing appeal for complete | 
separation of church and state. | 

At first he reviewed the political 
history of the nation, the principles | 
upon which was based the declaration 
of independence the guarantees pro- 
vided in the federal constitution and 
then launched into a vigorous denun- 
ciation of bigotry and intolerance. 

“The age of bigotry has passed,” 
he declared amid loud applause from 
his audience. 

“The battalions that advance under 
the black banner of intolerance can 
never undermine or destroy the for- 
tress of liberty. 

“No man,” he said, “should be pre- 
ferred or discriminated against in pub- 
lie authority, because of his affilia- 
tion with a particular church.” 

Conserve Energies. 

“In great national emergencies our 
people do not waste their energies in 
fruitless controversies,’ he continued. 
“They do not question the religious 
sect with which the citizen is allied. 
They call upon him as a patriot to 
render service and thanks to the ge- 
nous of our institutions there has 
been no distinction or discrimination 
on account of sect.” 

In conclusion Senator Robinson said 
this country “stands for peace—peace 
at home, peace with all the peoples of 
the world,’ but added that “perma- 
nent peace can never be brought about 
by mere treaties of arbitration and 
disarmament.” 

Before concluding his remarks, Sen- 
ator Robinson said he had not in- 
tended alluding to the forthcoming 
campaign, »ut as it had been brought 
up by other speakers he wanted to 


tell the audience and the people of 
the south that when they learned the 
magnetic and sympathetic appeal of 
Governor Smith and learned of his 
qualities and his efficiency, he would 
be more appreciated. 

Immediately after the program Sen- 
ator and Mrs. Robinson left for Hot 
Springs for a short vaeation before 
the senator leaves next Monday for 
New York to attend the meeting of 
the democratic national committee 
July 11.

SHIP FLYING OVER 
ENGLISH CHANNEL 


Lowenstein Was Famous 
for Loan Offer to Bel- 
gium; Visited United 
States Recently. 


London, July 5.—(United News.)— 
One of the world’s richest men aps 
parently went to death last night in 
one of the most unusual accidents 
in history—accidentally stepping over- 
board from his private airplane as it 
was flying over the English channel. 

According to the British air minis- 
try, Captain Albert Lowenstein, of 
Belgium, a multi-millionaire who star- 
tled the world by offering to loan 
his government $50,000,000 without 
interest for two years, apparently has 
been drowned in the channel. 

His pilot, unmindful of what had 
happened, continued on toward Brus- 
sels but was compelled to make a 
forced landing just outside the city. 
Then it was that he discovered Low- 
enstein was missing from the plane. 

Lowenstein, according to the air 
ministry, set out from London Wed- 
nesday for Brussels, starting the trip 
in his palatial airplane, one of the 
most commodious private planes ever 
built. 

While flying over the English chan- 
nel, Lowenstein is believed to have 
started from one compartment of the 


| plane, intending to enter the retiring 


room. Apparently he opened the wrong 
door and stepped overboard, plunging 
into the sea. 


Captain Lowenstein, who visited the 
United States recently, and made an 
airplane tour of .the principal cities 


best known for his offer to the Bel- 
gian government of a $50,000,000 loan 
for two years without interest in or- 
der that the Belgian franc might be 
stabilized. 

Lowenstein, whose offer was refused 
by the Belgian cabinet, shot like a 
meteor across the horizon of Euro- 
pean finance a few years after the 
world war. Leaving Brussels for Lon- 
don, he built a modest fortune into 
one of the largest financial concerns 
in the world, but shunned publicity 
with consistent success until] 1926. 

Then the newspapers found out 
about his success and he became an- 
other “Croesus,” whose fortune ri- 
valed that of Hugo Stinnes and whose 
affairs reached into every corner of 
the world. He was—like Stinnes— 
a tireless worker; a human dynamo. 

The reporters found many colorful 
events in his life and many unique 
habits in his every day labor. He 
dictated letters while shaving; his 
meals were occasions for discussion of 


business with men powerful in fi- 
nance; from morning unti! night and 
often times far into the night he had 
secretaries and stenographers at his 
elbow while he carried on his bus- 
ess. 

Aviation was one of his greatest 
hobbies and it became one of his 
greatest business assets. With a 
corps of 40 secretaries he commuted

MODEL PEACE PACT 
ADOPTED AT GENEVA 


Geneva, July 4—(#)—As the re 
sult of Gefman initiative a model 
treaty for strengthening the means of 
preventing. war was adopted tonight 
by the League of Nations committee 
on security and arbitration. The com- 
mittee adjourned after voting to send 
the results of its work to all govern- 


+} ments in preparation for a general 


discussion at the September assembly 
of the league. 

The German-inspired treaty as well 
as other model conventions touching 
on security and non-aggression, which 
were adopted yesterday, were drafted 
with the hope that they will hasten 
disarniament and the committee’s ac- 
tion means that the assembly of the 
league will decide when and how fur- 
ther attempts will be made to bring 
about a general conference on the 
subject of reduction of armaments. 

The idea is to induce all states to

Thereby the purposes, which are not 
to impose hardships but to free the

The railroad executives. express 
willingness to cooperate with the 
city in solving the smoke nuisance. 

It is commendable that the bridge 
committee of council is disposed to 
broaden the scope of the proposed 
ordinance in order that the remedy 
to the nuisance may be complete 
and satisfactory. 

It is only necessary to review 
what has been accomplished in New 
York, Chicago, Pittsburgh, Cleve- 
land, and practically all of the large 
industrial centers, to convince any- 
one of the practicability of making 
a city smokeless.

A doze of 10 grains, more or less, 
of calcium carbonate, in powder, tab- 
let, or one or another liquid suspen- 
sion or prepared mixture, is suffi- 
cient to neutralize excessive acidity 
in the stomach for several hours. So 
that three or four such doses a day 
should calm and subdue almost any 
trouble that may be fairly attributed 
to “acidity.” 

Since the article’was published a 
year ago today some medicine manu- 
facturers have put on the market 10 
gain tablets of calcium carbonatg fla- 
vored with cinnamon. These are all 
right, except that I should’ not pay 
the price for them myself. I'd prefer 
to have the corner druggist weigh out 


half an ounce of prepared chalk and 
fix it up in two dozen powders or in 
suspension with a little mucilage of 
acacia or a little tragacanth and cin- 


broarey water, so that a teaspoonful 
would carry about 10 grins, 

Several readers who lamped the ar- 
ticle a year ago and became chalk 
eaters, have written very enthusiastic 
reports about the benefits they have 
derived from it. After due reflec- 
tion I deem it unfair to invalids or

states, according to John N. Holder, 
chairman of the board, in a speech de- 
livered at a barbecue given here Wed- 
nesday in celebration of the inaugura- 
tion of surface construction on a new 
paved highway to be built from Blue 
Ridge to the Tennessee line near Cop- 
per Hill. 

In his speech the chairman stated 
that he spoke for the entire highway 
board and delivered an elaborate re- 
view of the policies of the depart- 
ment; of the road building projects 
it bas carried out and of the plans 


for the future. Chairman Holder de- 
fended the use of “flexible type of 
paving” in Georgia, remarking that 
this type has received the approval of 
able engineers in both the state and 
government highway departments. He 
declared that there is no such thing 
as a “permanent road” and said the 
flexible type of road was the - best 
road available for modern transpor- 
tation conditions. 
Experiment Fails. 


Chairman Holder said the board 


“holds no brief for any paving in- 


terest.” He also denied the depart- 
ment is building ‘cheap John” or “tar 
paper” roads, as has been charged by 
various critics. The speaker demand- 
ed open specifications and open com- 
petition between all types of roads 60 
that the state board may be free to 
follow the judgment ‘of its engi- 
neers and technical experts in con- 
structing roads under varying condi- 
tions in different localities. 
Referring to the failure of the road 
from Macon to Grays in Jones county, 
Chairman Holder said this road was 
constructed out of materials recom- 
mended by the state highway engineer. 
He quoted the engineer as saying the 
use of a decomposed , feldspar base 
would save much money in this local- 
ity, as this material was found in 


. abundant quantities. He said the ex- 


periment showed that this material 
was not adapted as a base for a paved 
highway. 

Since the state highway depart- 
ment was created it has spent $76,- 
047,926.04, it was stated by the speak- 
er. Of this total approximately $23,- 
000,000 was spent for grading roads. 
Nearly $8,000,000 was spent in main- 
tenance. Top soiling roads cost dur- 
ing the period about $3,000,000. Pav- 
ing costs aggregated nearly $30,000,- 
000. For chert, gravel and macadam 
about $5,500,000 was spent. Bridges 
constructed under this program cost 
about $12.500,000, these figures total- 
ing $82,327,729 and with $76,047.- 
9026 expended leaves $6,279,802 still 
under construction. 

Denies Extravagance. 


Chairman Holder denied specifically 
that the department has “wasted ma- 
chinery,” is engaged in building “cheap 
John roads” or has been “extrava- 
gant.” He said these reports came 
from people who have “personal ani- 
mosity” toward a member of _ the 
board. He discussed specifically some 
newspaper criticism of the depart- 
ment and admitted that newspapers 
had the right to make legitimate crit)- 
eism of the work of public officials 
but declared that “one of the most 
contemptible things in the world is for 
an editor of a newspaper to give vent 
to his personal spleen and animosity 
towdrd a public official in his news- 
paper.” 

The speaker pointed out that an- 
other class of people who attack the 
department is composed of one par- 
ticular kind of propagandists who 
want one particular kind of pavement 
used on state aid roads. He said the 
policy of the state highway board is 
one of absolute impartiality as be- 
tween paving types. 

Outlining in a brief review’ the 
plans of the department for trunk 
highways in Georgia, Chairman Hold- 
er said: 

“The State Highway board has ear- 
nestly carried out that provision of 
the law which says that in the con 
struction of this system attention shall 
be given to secure main trunk line 
roads through the state. This is be- 
ing done in the construction of the 
county seat to county seat system 
by the counties and state cooperating 
together in building these routes 
which constitute links in the main 
trunk line routes in those counties. 

Four Main Highways. 

“There is either paved today or un- 
der construction in the state four 
great paved highways reaching from 
state border to state border. In the 
connecting of main trunk lines with 
paving, Georgia is not a laggard in 
comparison with some other states. 
Here is a map of our sister state, 
South Cafolina. This map _ shows 
that not one paved highway has been 
built in that state reaching from 
state border to state border. Here 
is a map of Alabama, which has 
yoted $50,000,000 -in bonds and not 
one great paved highway is shown 
on this map reaching from one bor- 
der of the state to the other.

Horey Grabs Honors 
In Automobile Races 


St. Paul Dirt Track Star Cops First Places in Two Events 
and Second in Another.

Amid clouds of stifling red dust 
Fred Horey drove his little Miller 
special at a furious rate of speed to 
cop the main events of the racing 
program at Lakewood Wednesday aft- 
ernoon before a huge throng of 
cheering fans.

John DePalma, 
piloting a Bennatti special, finished 
a second later in third place. Horey’ 
time in this event was 10 minates 
48. 2-5 seconds, averaging a little bet- 
ter than a mile a minute around the 
tricky Lakewod oval. This race was 


by far the most interesting event of 
the day. DePalma Jed the field dur- 
ing the first seven laps, being closely 
trailed by Sidney, who gained the 
lead in the eighth lap, which he held 
until Horey passed him while doing 
the tenth mile. 

L. C. Calloway, of Macon, driving 
the Mcth, a specially constructed 
Ford, was the winner of the initial 
race of the afternoon when i turned 
the three-mile heat in 3 minutes 1s 
seconds.

Finish Tests 


Morgan and Barbuti Are 
Heroes of Hectic Day 
on Sloppy Field.

Philadelphia, July 4.—(4)—With a 
foree and fury as irresistible as that 
of a storm which broke while the 
events were in full swing, the first 
of Uncle Sam's track and field nepb- 
ews today cinched places on his 1028 
Olympic team by placing high in the 
final trials and national champion- 
ships at the municipal stadium here 

The heroes of this hectic day which 
the weather combined with the ath- 
letes to make memorable were two— 
F. Morgan Taylor, of the [llinois A. 
C., and Ray Barbuti, New York A. 
C., who led all the rest and won the 
national championship in their respec 
tive events, the 400-meter hurdles and 
the 400-meter flat race. 

In whizzing over 10 barriers to vic- 
tory over Frank Cuhel, Johnny Gib- 
son and Bob Maxwell, the fair-haired 
Taylor, who holds the Olympic cham- 
pionship, lowered the world’s record 
for the event for the third time in 
the two days of competition here. 

Taylor’s time of 52 seconds flat was 
the best of the three record-cracking 
hurdle feats and was a full second 
and four-fifths better than the offi- 
clal world’s record. 

A terrific onslaught of wind and 
rain just as the 400-meter flat race 
final got under way eliminated all 
chance of a new record in that event, 
although it could not strip the race of 
thrills, It caused postponement of the 
remaining events of the decathlon. 
These—the javelin throw and. 400- 
meter run as well as part of the pole 
vault—are to be contested starting at 
12:30 o'clock tomorrow afternoon at 
Franklin field. 

One of the many features of this 
big day of sport was the dethrone- 
ment of two ng@@fona] champions, 
Johnny Gibson loS® his title in the 
hurdle event when he placed third be- 
hind Taylor, whom he beat for the 
crown last year. The defending cham- 
pion in the flat race, Phillips, like- 
wise finished in third place behind 
the rew king. 

Both Taylor and Barbuti, by win- 
ning, gained their second major cham- 
pionship in their specialty, as the for- 
mer is the Olympic champion and the 
latter the intercollegiate titleholder.
